"Okefenokee"  the  Seminoles 
named  it.  Many  legends  surround 
the  swamp.  The  Indians  found  that 
when  they  walked  on  certain  is- 
lands, now  called  hammocks,  the 
earth  actually  trembled  or  gave 
way. 

It  is  now  known  that  the  reason 
for  this  is  that  the  hammocks  are 
only  large  masses  of  decaying  veg- 
etation. As  the  vegetation  falls  into 
the  water,  it  settles  together  and 
gases  begin  to  form  underneath  it. 
Eventually,  these  gases  begin  to 
lift  the  vegetation  to  form  a  small 
island.  Plants  begin  to  grow  on  it 
and  in  time  the  hammock  becomes 
up  to  twenty  feet  deep  with  vegeta- 
tion that  turns  to  dirt. 

Each  year  during  the  week  after 
Easter,  Bob  Benner  and  Ruby  Har- 
bison Pharr,  two  Western  Pied- 
mont instructors,  take  a  group  of 
eighteen  eager  people  on  a  camp- 
ing/canoeing trip  for  class  credit 
to  the  Okefenokee  Swamp,  the 
Outer  Banks,  or  a  similar  place. 
Bob  is  the  bus  driver,  camping  and 
canoeing  expert.  Ruby  knows  all 
about  plants  and  animals  and  is  in 
charge  of  planning  all  the  meals. 
Oh,  those  wonderful  meals!  Every- 
one must  have  gained  a  few  pounds 
on  this  last  trip. 

It  was  a  cold  morning,  April  i, 
1983,  as  we  began  to  gather  at  the 
parking  lot  of  WPCC.  Six  a.m.  Ev- 
eryone helped  load  the  gear,  the 
food,  and  the  tents  on  the  bus.  Fi- 
nally the  canoes  were  tied  down  to 
the  trailer.  Twenty  sleepy-eyed 
people  got  on  the  activity  bus  to  be- 
gin a  five  day  adventure  to  the 
Okefenokee. 

Camp  was  set  up  as  soon  as  we 
arrived  at  our  destination  in 
Georgia.  We  soon  found  out  that 
the  peskiest  little  critters  at  the 
Okefenokee  were  the  mosquitoes. 
Nonetheless,  supper  was  ready 
around  seven  every  evening.  There 
was  always  plenty  —  especially  for 
the  mosquitoes.  Night  time  hikes, 
time  around  the  campfire  telling  of 
things  seen  during  the  day,  and  in- 
dividual reports  on  assigned  ani- 
naals  were  pleasant  endings  for  the 
days  as  well  as  part  of  the  course 
grade. 

Tuesday  was  the  first  day  of  ca- 


noeing. Each  day  there  was  an  av- 
erage of  twelve  nules  to  canoe  as 
we  tried  to  spot  wildlife  and  differ- 
ent plants  and  flowers.  The  water 
was  calm  and  cool,  like  a  huge 
river  full  of  water  lilies,  lined  on  ei- 
ther side  by  gigantic  cypress  trees 
with  their  "knees"  sticking  out  of 
the  water.  Except  for  the  sulphu- 
rous smell,  the  water  was  fresh 
since  the  swap  is  fed  by  under- 
ground springs.  In  fact,  saUors 
used  to  come  from  the  ocean  to 
take  back  barrels  of  it  for  their 
ships. 

There  is  one  peculiar  thing  about 
the  water:  tannic  acid  and  nitric 
acid  from  the  ground  turn  the  wa- 
ter black  like  coffee.  Biologists 
have  done  extensive  tests  on  it  and 
say  that  it  is  93  percent  pure  fresh 
water.  What  about  the  other  7  per- 
cent? Well,  that's  "gatorade"  of 
course. 

Yes,  there  were  alligators,  big 
and  little.  They  were  always  bask- 
ing in  the  sun  on  their  logs,  not 
bothered  at  all  by  the  click  of  cam- 
eras until  a  canoe  would  venture 
too  close.  Then  they  would  dart 
into  the  water. 

We  looked  for  egrets  and  herons, 
whooping  cranes,  warblers, 
hawks,  and  turtles.  Only  two 
snakes  were  spotted  on  the  whole 
trip:  a  big  brown  one  and  a  small 
green  one.  The  raccoons  were  fas- 
cinating. They  are  like  little  ban- 
dits constantly  searching  for  food. 


They  raid  trashcans,  come  to 
campsites,  sometimes  jump  into 
canoes  or  even  (and  succeed)  to 
get  into  tents  if  they  smell  some- 
thing good, 

Wednesday  we  camped  at  a 
more  primitive  campsite.  We 
didn't  have  to  dig  a  latrine,  but  out- 
door Johns  do  have  a  character  of 
their  own.  Sure  there  were  show- 
ers, but  with  cold  water!  All  the 
other  nights  we  had  warm  showers 
and  normal  sinks  and  commodes. 

Thursday  was  the  only  day  it 
rained.  Even  then  the  rain  didn't 
start  until  after  lunch.  And  we 
were  aU  ready  for  the  coolness  it 
brought  after  our  hot,  sunny  days. 

The  trip  was  a  great  success. 
Each  of  us  got  along  very  well,  and 
all  twenty  people  worked  together 
as  we  shared  camp  chores. 

Any  person  interested  in  a  simi- 
lar adventure  next  year  should 
contact  either  Bob  Benner  or  Ruby 
Harbison.  The  course  is  worth  two 
credit  hours,  given  either  as  bi- 
ology or  physical  education  cred- 
its. Nine  students  or  faculty  are 
usually  accepted  from  WPCC  and 
nine  community  people  are  in- 
cluded. Two  night  classes  are  held 
at  WPCC  prior  to  the  trip.  These 
are  for  orientation  and  presenting 
assigned  oral  reports  on  wildlife  in 
the  area  of  the  trip.  Five  days  are 
spent  on  the  actual  trip.  Find  out 
about  the  trip  next  year.  You'll 
have  a  great  time!

Roymond  Goodfellow  sees  a 
brighl  future  for  Western  Pied- 
mont Community  College's  art 
department,  "Three  years 
ago,"  says  Goodfellow,  "there 
was  one  art  maior  and  nine 
students  in  two  classes  of  paint- 
ing and  drawing.  Now,  there's 
one  hundred  students  and  fen 
art  majors  in  several  classes 
including  painting,  print- 
moking,  drowing,  sculpture, 
ceramics,  ort  history,  and  color 
theory." 

Goodfellow  adds,  "Future 
plans  include  two  larger 
studios,  and  courses  in  pho- 
tography and  interior  design.

With  the  two  year  progrom 
a1  WPCC,  Goodfellow  tries  to 
give  students  a  good  base  to 
transfer  into  art  programs  at 
lorger  colleges  and  universities.

And  once  a 
year,  a  former  student  at 
WPCC  refurns  to  WPCC  for 
their  own  exhibition,  Lasi  year, 
the   student    exhibition    was    in 

cooperation  with  the  Btjrke 
County  Arts  Council  ond  one 
exhibition  wos  held  ot  the 
Jailhouse  Gollery  (Morganton). 

The  art  instructor  says  he  has 
had  strong  support  from 
WPCC's  admisistrotion  for  the 
expanding  art  program.  "For 
three  years.  WPCC  has  of- 
fered on  affordoble  museum 
trip.  One  year,  the  group  went 
to  Baltimore,  Washington  D.C, 
and  Philadelphia  visiting  the 
Rodin  Museum,  National  Gal- 
lery, the  Pierpoint  Morgan  Mu- 
seum and  Library,  and  several 
others  in  the  three  cities.  Lost 
yeor,  we  took  the  group  to 
Ne^  York  and  visited  the  Mu- 
seum of  Modern  Art,  the  Metro- 
politon,  Whitney  Museum  of 
American  Art,  The  Frick  and 
others." 

Goodfeltow  says  the  tour 
was  designed  to  show  students 
to  a  vofiety  of  styles.  "We  tried 
to  expose  the  students  to  'New 
York  art,  not  for  them  to  copy 
the  styles  but  for  their  own 
assimilation.  We  recognize  the 
students  as  citizens  of  Burke 
County  who  need  to  be  ex- 
posed to  things  outside 
Morganton."
